There is a stir in river towns these 
dave, and a general belief th a t a new 
railroad will ere long be carrying 
freight and passengers through the 
I (Hilo valley. 
The whole stir Is caused by the be­ 
lief that a powerful corporation ha* 
determined to make a hole in the 
business of the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore Sc Ohio companies, and is 
using the Wheeling & Lake Erie as a 
eats paw to pull the rich, brown 
chestnut* from the fire. The idea Is 
to construct a trunk line from New 
York to Chicago via of Pittsburg, and 
; the Valley road is desired because of 
Its valuable terminals at Cleveland. 
The railroad men at the head of the 
scheme arc said to be a lot of crafty 
I old capitalists who have been fighting 
the Baltimore and Ohio for years, and 
who now see success in the near 
future. 
A New York dispatch in 
dealing witii the plan says th at "the 
fact t fiat a survey has already been 
made from Wellsville to Pittsburg 
imii« ates that the parties who are 
Interested in this move, the one for 
terminal facilities at Pittsburg, and 
tile other for a line from Wellsville to 
Pittsburg, are the same; and that 
back of both will be found the Wheel­ 
ing and Lake Erie railroad. 
The 
Pennsylvania company are trying to 
break up the scheme, which means 
p iwerful competition to it In the 
way of a through line. The fact th at 
Cal Price, who, It is said, is Interested 
in the new line, has purchased the Cin­ 
cinnati. Lebanon and Northern rail­ 
road, gives credence to the news, as 
this road it is said was secured to gain 
an 
entrance 
to 
Cincinnati. Tile 
Wheeling A Lake Erie with its 400 (?) 
miles of track, and ports at Toledo 
and Huron,and being tile second bitu­ 
minous coal carrier in Ohio, is a very 
valuable piece of property. 
The Bal­ 
timore A Ohio people,suspecting some 
powerful company are back of the 
Wheeling Sc Lake Erie, are moving 
everything to out wit them and the 
outcome is awaited with interest. 
It 
is now said that the Big Four railroad 
Is back of the scheme, and as this is a 
Vanderbilt road, it Is possible th a t 
t hat the surmise is correct.” 
In connection with thiscomes the 
declaration 
in 
the 
Steubenville 
Gazette th a t a bridge will be built at 
th a t point, and there are people who 
have decided that it is to be the cross­ 
ing of tile Wheeling Sc Lake Erie in 
connection 
with the big railroad 
scheme. They are not sure whether 
the bridge will be built at th a t place 
or in tills city,as it is said to be under 
contract with the company who will 
put up the Liverpool bridge. 
Tile 
News Review inclines to the belief, 
from information gathered within the 
past few years, th at the people who 
intended to build that trunk line have 
taken a new tack, and now propose to 
push along the 
extension of 
the 
Wheeling Sc Lake Erie to Pittsburg, 
coming up tile valley if the route is 
feasible, 
lf the road crosses the river 
at Steubenville it will doubtless follow 
the valley to Pittsburg, the great ob­ 
jective point. 
It has been known for 
months th at the extension was only 
delayed by the hard times, and the 
company were more than anxious to 
tap the upper Ohio valley. 


W h a t to E x p e c t. 
In speaking of the manufacturers 
and the tariff a trade paper says: 
"They a r e as determined as ever to 
keep up the struggle, and are encour­ 
aged by the radical change in the poli­ 
tical complexion of congress and In 
the sentiment of the people, which 
they take to mean a return to a fairly 
protective policy in the near future. 
With the improvements constantly 
being introduced in methods and ma­
